the

canal; 
third, 
cooking will deactivate avidin, 
an egg protein, and destroy its 
anti-vitamin 
property; 
and 
fourth, cooking will kill disease- 
causing 
m icroorganism s 
that 
m ay be present. 


Raw egg proteins, as such, 
are not as digestible as one 
m ay think, but become more 
so. after being well beeaten. 
If they are cooked over an 
even, sim m ering heat between 
158 degrees and 212 degrees F, 
until completely set, they are 
by far easier to digest. 


W ater 
soluble 
proteins 
are 
strange substances. In contrast 
to m aterial such as a m etal 
which melts or liquefies at an 
elevated tem perature, w ater sol­ 
uble proteins become solidified 
on heating. 


F urtherm ore, on solidification, 
they bring down a large am ount 
of water. When you prepare cus­ 
ta rds by mixing one egg with a 
cupful of milk, you are making 
use of that solidification prop­ 
erty of egg proteins. Once in the 
solid state, they will not change 
back to the liquid or soluble 
state unless digested. 
Thus, by cooking, the egg pro­ 
teins are converted into such a 
state that they will stay in our 
digestive system long enough to 
' be completely digested and ab ­ 
sorbed. 
Avidin is a protein 
present 
in egg whites in minute quan­ 
tities. 
It has a unique anti-vi 
tam in property, and it deacti­ 
vates biolin, a m em ber of the 
vitam in B complex. 
It has long been known that 
during coagulation, avidin will 
lose its anti-vitamin effect. 
Salmonella 
infections 
are 
caused by a group of bacilli or 
rod-shaped germ s. The famous 
typhoid fever is one type of 
them. There is a lesser known 
type called acute gastroenteritis. 
It is believed to be due to the 
salmonella bacteria that m ay be 
found 
in 
insufficiently 
cooked 
eggs or egg products. From four 
to forty-eight hours after eating 
the im properly prepared food, 
acute gastrointestinal trouble be­ 
gins to appear, and the victim 
m ay suffer from fever, nausea, 
vomiting and diarrhea.

To add to the general bewilder­ 
ment of those sitting in the gal­ 
lery, the House was more than 
somewhat p erturbed by the call 
of Martin Luther King for mas­

tions. In the wings, too. was Jes­ 
se Gray — known for his incite­ 
ment to anti-p olice v iolence — 
who led a shouting session against 
House liberals who would not do 
as he ordered them to. A fort­ 
night ago. Gray had led a noisy 
demonstration in the House gal­ 
lery. and 
Cap itol 
p olice 
were 
braced for a return p erformance. 


More than one House member, 
howev er, did not see the Civ il 
Rights Act of 196 7 as a cap itula­ 
tion to the “civ il nghts” extrem­ 
ists. In fact, it was quietly ob­ 
serv ed that the measure, if p ass­ 
ed by the 
Senate, 
will 
be 
a 
double-edged sword. For in mak­ 
ing it a federal crime to injure, 
threaten, or interfere with any 
one exercising the long list of 
“nghts’ that Congress and the Su­ 
p reme Court hav e enumerated in 
statutes and decisions, 
can 
as 
easily be emp loyed to p rotect 
those who hav e been seriously 
damaged by noters and demon­ 
strators. 


In recent 
months, 
there has 
been an increasing awareness of 
what the noting has done, not 
only to the fabric of American so­ 
ciety but to the rights of indiv i­ 
duals w'ho hav e been set up on 
by “civ il rights” extremists. Cer­ 
tainly a case can be made for 
the non-rioters in the cities tar­ 
geted by the extremists this sum­ 
mer. They hav e been dep riv ed of 
life, liberty, p rop erty, 
and 
the 
p ursuit of hap p inss. Intimidation 
has rep laced p ersuasion 
in the 
Negro slums, and freedom of as­ 
sociation 
and 
conscience 
hav e 
gone up in the flames of “ bum, 
baby, bum ” rhetoric and action. 
The catch, of course, will be in 


that reflected 
the congressional 
mood 
Sup p ort for an amend­ 
ment making it a federal crime to 
interfere with a p oliceman or a 
fireman in the p erformance of his 
duty — a so-called anti-riot clause 
—made the bill p alatable to some 
who might hav e v oted against it. 
In that category, too. was anoth­ 
er 
amendment 
p rohibiting 
the 
p rosecution of any law enforce­ 
ment officer for v iolating the act 
while “carrying out the duties of 
his office or enforcing lawful or­ 
dinance.” This will go a long way 
toward up lifting the morale of the 
p olice and sp aring them from the 
legal harassment which has be­ 
come a kind of game among some 
“civ il rights” p artisans. 
But p erhap s most significant 
was the inclusion in the measure 
of a p rov ision making it clear 
that incitement to riot was not a 
civ il right, p rotected by the First 
Amendment. That Congress should 
feel comp elled to reiterate this 


p rincip le is a sad commentary on 
the state of law and order in 
these United States. 
The “ civ il rights” sections of 
the bill p assed by the House of­ 
fers little that breaks new ground. 
For the most p art, as many re­ 
luctant members realized, it simp ­ 
ly includes in the federal code — 
and with congressional sanction- 
much of the legislation “p assed” 
by the federal courts in the last 
15 years. 


The extremists will disregard 
it. The so-called moderates in the 
civ il nghts field will p roclaim a 
great v ictory. But it is hard to see 
how it will achiev e v ery’ much. It 
was touted by its sup p orters as 
a gesture to the nation s urban 
Negroes.

p lode in riot, 
will 
hardly

aware that any law w?as p assed 
for them.

WASHINGTON (NEA) - Four 
men. trained for Mao Tse-tung’s 
guerrilla tactics (or Fidel Cas­ 
tro’s), could take a small riot in 
a major U.S. city and turn it 
into a Watts, a Detroit or a New­ 
ark. 
Worse yet. they could take a 
Detroit and turn it into a holo­ 
caust which could go for weeks 
or stagger on for months sp orad­ 
ically. 
Federal authorities hav e rep ort­ 
ed they don’t hav e ev idence the 
bloody riots that hav e caused 
death and misery in sev eral U.S. 
cities this summer were organ­ 
ized. controlled or directed by a 
nationwide group . 
But the door is op en. 
Men who hav e worked with 
group s organizing riots in Asian 
cities hav e 
told 
this rep orter 
bluntly that it would not be diffi­ 
cult for them, giv en a handful 
of trained men, to organize a 
Detroit in almost any sizable U.S. 
city when the time was rip e. 
It is wrong, these former guer­ 
rilla leaders say, to think that a 
large organization would be need­ 
ed. These Asians, former guer­ 
rillas, say that the major riots 
they hav e first-hand knowledge of 
hav e been directed by v ery small 
but well-trained squads. 
Two men hav e sometimes been 
enough to sp ur on a small riot, 
dev elop it and keep it rolling in 
an Asian town. 
Standard texts used by sub­ 
v ersiv e mov ements in Asia and 
Latin America, in fact, call for 
using a few men—two. three, fiv e 
or so. When more men or W’omen 
get into the riot activ ist group , 
command 
and 
control 
become 
difficult. 


There 
are 
certain 
standard 
p rocedures 
these 
men 
follow. 
They search 
out aimless youth 
in the riot area, p lay on their 
hates. They start out with real 
griev ances, then w’hip up select­ 
ed emotionally immature, frus­ 
trated youth with fears and tales 
of terrible things to come. These 
young men and women become 
the sp earheads of senseless de­ 
struction. These are often young­ 
sters w’ho hav e already had many 
run-ins with the law. 


In the Panama riots. Commu­ 
nists urged some of these emo­ 
tional youth on to v iolent action. 
The activ ists p layed in the back­ 
ground. waiting. Then a few Red 
snip ers fired at key targets to 
whip things up . The p attern was 
typ ical. The activ ists snip ers fired 
both at U. S. troop s and at the 
local Panamanian rioters in an 
attemp t to build up hate to the 
breaking p oint. 
In Communist standard op era­ 
ting p rocedure, well-trained acti­ 
v ists would mov e from one group 
to another—one side of the riot 
to the other—alternately stirring 
up one side and then the op p osi­ 
tion. 
One or two of the activ ists, 
themselv es white, might be with 
a group of white men. taking the 
lead in shouting ep ithets, urging 
v iolence against the Negroes. One 
or two of his Negro activ ist com­ 
rades might be with the Negroes, 
urging v iolence against the wrhit# 
man. 


If this trained interv ention does 
dev elop and there is nothing now 
to p rev ent it, then it will be nec­ 
essary to do a 
lot 
more than 
train Naional Guard, and Army 
troop s in formal riot control.
